Motorcycle Patrolmen H. C. Miller 
and R. G. Pollard, in their report 
to Captain A. J. Holcombe, which re- 
sulted in the murder charge against 
Ogburn, said evidence at the scene 
of the crash indicated that Ogburn’s 
bic sedan struck the smaller Jones 
ear full in the side as the Jones car 
was pfoceeding across the intersec- 
tion. _ Police also said that one eye 
witnesses reported that the larger car 
was going at ‘fairly high speed.” 

Jones, who was 23, was employed 
as a filling station attendant at High- 
land and Virginia avenues. His wife, 
Margaret, was 21. Hedger is 21 years 
old. 

Jones was dead when he reached, 
Geady hospital. Mrs. Jones, who,re- 
ceived a fractured skull and internal 
injuries, died shortly before 1 o'clock 
Thursday morning. ‘Hedger, physi- 
rians said, has about an even chance 
to recover. He is believed to be se-

Addresses at Opening 
Sessions of 55th Annual 
Convention. 


VIOLATORS ATTACH 
NO MORAL STIGMA 


Thompson Tells Delegates 
That Nation Faces 
Grave Problems If State 
Is To Survive. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—To- 
day's opening session of the Ameri- 
ean Bar Association’s 55th annua! 
convention was marked by a com- 
mittee report which directly charged 
the appalling growth of gangster 
crime in the United States to the 
prohibition laws. 

The association's committee on 
criminology declared, after an ex- 
tensive study. that organized crime 
by gangsters is based largely on sup- 
ply and demand and that prohibi- 
tion “brought about a demand for 
the services of outlawe such as we 
never had in this or any other coun- 
try ptior to prohibition.” 

After hearing from their own pres- 
ident a vigorous appeal for_Jeader- 
ship to ‘forces fustructive to to 
the government, delegates tonight. re- 
assembled, in Constitution hall, to 
hear the president of the United 


States. 

Mr. Hoover J* Chief Justice 
Charles Evan ughes were the 
principal speakers on the first day's 
program of ‘he a annual meeting, 
following Guy A. Thompson, of St. 
Louis, president of the organization. 

Two-Year . 

The report on “mercenary crime” 
was made by the committee on crim- 
inology designated by the aniza- 
tion two years ago to study gangsters 
‘and their “operations. 

“In the life of our cities we have 
had various lawless gangs over the 
last hundred years,” the report said, 

“However, these gangs did not flour- 
ish and prosper to any great extent 
until the advent .of prohibition.” 

The committee consists of George 
A. Bowman, of Milwaukee, chair- 
man: Herbert Munro, of Detroit, 
and William D. Knight, of Rockford, 
Ill., all prosecuting officers. They 
said in the report: 

“We do not want to be understood 
as holding a brief for or against this 
law; we simply point out what we 
bélieve to be a fact, that prohibition 
brought about a condition of times 
and customs and law which made it 
easy for the gangster to obtain a 
large personal organization at a small 
risk, and that it also brought about 
a demand for the servicee of outlaws 
such as we never had in this or any 
other country prior to prohibition.”

COLUMBIA, §. C., Oct. 12.—(/)}— 
The South Carolina railroad commis- 
sion was told today the Broad River 
Power Company is selling electrical 


energy to other power companies at 
less than cost of production and “the 
publie is paying the difference.” 

Testimony to this effect was given 
at the commission’s hearing on an 
order for the compary to cut its rates 
approximately $170,000 a year by C. 
L. Fishburne, engineer of the electri- 
cal utilities division of the commis- 
sion, 

Fishburne said the company’s cost 
of power production in 19381 was 
9.089 mills per kilowatt hour and 
that it sold energy to other compa- 
nies for 6.412 mills per kilowatt hour. 

He testified he arrived at this pro- 
duction cost figure by ealeulatiéns 
from the company’s legal return upon 
its appraisal of its value. Using the 
valuation figure of the commission, 
which is lower than that of the com- 
pany, Fishburne said, the production 
cost would be 6.878 mills per kilowatt 
hour. 

Under questioning by Irvine F. Bel- 
ser, counsel for the commission, the 
witness said the company is selling 
power to other companies at “leas 
than it should.” “The public is pay- 
ing the difference” between the pro- 
duction cost an. the sale price to oth- 
er companies, he said. 

B. S. Lyles, special counsel for 
the power company, described Fish- 
burne’s testimony as “highly techni- 
eal’’-and asked time for his technical 
advisers to study it before he cross- 
examined the witness. Permission for 
this was granted and Belser was ask- 
ed to call another witness.

The report of the committee was 
urged as soon as possible.

The movement to merge the two 
churches began several months ago 
and rapidly reached a climax. It was 
pointed out by Dr. Christie that the 
Second Baptist was in a_ downtown 
section—Mitchell and W shington 
streets—and surrounded by five other 
Baptist churches. The Ponce de Leon 
owns a partially completed edifice on 
Peachtree road, while the Second 
church has purchased a lot near 
Peachtree and Wesley. 

Following the action of the Ponce 
de Leon church Sunday in_declining 
to accept the resignation of Dr. Chris- 
tie, Dr. Ryland Knight, pastor of the 
Second, issued a statement calling at- 
tention to the fact that the merger 
plan was instituted by Dr. Christie. 
This Dr. Christie reiterated Wednes- 
day night.

As a result of the long-drawn- 
out appeals in this case the state 
has been put to the expense of 
guarding and feeding a prisoner for 
two years, the _ solicitor-general’s 
office has had to watch the case 
and keep in touch with the wit- 
nesses, and the deliberations of the 
superior, appellate supreme 
courts have been delayed. 

This is far from being an isolated 
instance of the delays to be ex- 
pected in legal procedure in Geor- 
gia. No man who loses a case, be 
it criminal or civil, needs to fear 
enforcement of the decision of the 
court for many months, 

Especially in civil cases is such 
a condition a hardship to the pub- 
lic. Long delays in many instances 
pMactically nullify the benefits 
which would otherwise result from 
the findings of the courts. 

The condition is one that is not 
local to Georgia. So serious has it

' that for several years the American 


Bar Association has named commit- 
tees for the purpose of evolving 
plans which would simplify and 
speed up court procedure in the 
courts of the nation. Unfortunate- 
ly very little has béen accomplished 
by these committees. 

At its last convention the Geor- 
gia Bar Association took cognizance 
of these legal delays and appointed 
a committee of outstanding lawyers 
to map out suggestions to be made

is somebody—and have the doctor 
make a regular examination to ex- 
clude cradiovascular (heart or artery) 
disease, cancer or gallstones.

prohibition laws there was “a gen- 
eral and widespread demand on the 
part of a large section of the Amer- 
lean public for intoxicating liquor” 
and that “few people, if any,” con- 
sidered violation of the dry laws in- 
volved morai turpitude.

“Not only did a great section of 
the American public look with ap- 
proval upon the violation of the law 
itself, but those engaged in its vio- 
lation were considered respectable 
citizens whose services were more or 
less essential to the comfort and well- 
being of the community.” . 

This condition, the report said 
made it easier to secure protection 
and co-operation of “police and oth- 
er supposed law enforcement. officers.” 
It added that those in the “bootleg- 
ging racket” soon. found that when 
their merchandise was stolen’ they 
could not expect police protéction 
from hi-jackers. ' 

“They were outlaws who could not 
app to the law,” it said. “The 
only court to which they could ap- 
peal was the court of Judge Colt, 
who presided over the law of the fron- 
tier. oo « 

‘Huge Profits. 

“Because of the huge profits con- 
nected with organized bootlegging 
sales, the profits of prostitution and 
gambling, gangs flourished in every 
large city in the United States, with 
few exceptions. ... 

“They have at times traded their 
protection for political influence, .. . 
While gangsters seem to be well 
entrenched in the life of this country, 
the conditions, times and customs in 
this country are changing. Strict 
regulation rather than experiment 
seems, to be the keynote of the imme- 
diate future, and in this we see hope- 
ful signs of the elimination of the 
gangster.” :

October 20, Indianapolis; Oeteber 21, 
Springfield. Ill., and St. Louis; Oc- 
tober 22, Louisville: October 23 and 
24. Atlanta; October 25, Raleigh, 
Richmond and Baltimore, arriving at 
New York at 8 a. m. October 26. 

If Mr. Roosevelt follows the same 
procedure he did on the recent trans- 
continental trip, he probably will make 
some sort of speech in each of the 
stops listed. Definite plans for these 
have yet, to be made, however.

only human being who was ever act- 
ually taken to pay for a college. 

oe has me a symbol at Mars 
Hill of the human values which have 
gone into the founding and mainte- 
nance of the college and the story of 
his iacarceration as become a cam- 
pus legend. When the first buildings 
of the college were erected in 1856 
a sum of something like $1,200 was 
due the contractors, Shackleford & 
Clayton, of Asheville. The tocal peo- 
ple who desired a college in the vicin- 
ity, had given, they thought, to their 
limit, land being plentiful but money 
exceedingly scarce in this mountain 
region at the time. The contractors 
accordingly levied on a negro youth. 
Joe, belonging to J. W. Anderson, 
chairman of the board of trustees, 
taking him to Asheville, 18 miles 
away. Because Joe was a favorite 
in the community or because they 
did not wish Mr.-Anderson to bear 
‘all the debt, the members of the 
| board each assumed a share of the in- 
_debtedness and finally redeemed Joe, 
who lived the remainder of his days 
in the community. He died in 1907 
on a little farm given him by his 
former owners. 

This summer the ashes ot Joe were 
removed from a near-by cemetery to a 
site on the campus. And today— 
Founders’ Day—a _ granite marker, 
the gift of C. M. Palmer, of the Pal- 
mer Stone Works of Albemarle, N. 
C., with the inscription “In memory 
of Joe, a slave who was taken by the 
contractors of the first building of 
this college as a pledge for the debt 
due them, 1856,” was unveiled to 
his memory. 

The principal speaker at the Foun- 
ders’ Day program was Dr. W. D. 
Weatherford, president of the Y. M. 
C. A. Graduate School of Nashville, 
Tenn., and Blue Ridge, N. C., author 
of several works on the negro in the 
south. ©. K. Robinson, editor of 
the Asheville Times, was the chief 
speaker at the unveiling ot the memo- 
rial. The Asheville chapter of the 
U. D. C., the pastor and choir of the 
local negro church, and descendants of 
Joe also participated in the exercises. 

Mars Hill is a junior college, lo- 
cated in Madison: county, N. C., 18 
miles from Asheville, with an enroll- 
ment averaging around 500 students 
for the past few ‘years. It was found- 
ed in 1856 as the French Broad In- 
stitute and chartered in 1859 as Mars 
Hill College, with the “power of. con- 
ferring all such degrees and marks 
of literary distinction as are usually 
conferred by colleges and seminaries 
of learning,” a power which it still 
has, yet has never used. Since 1921 
it has been rated as a junior college, 
fully accredited by every accrediting 
agency in whose jurisdiction it lies. 

Mars Hill has the distinction of be- 
ing the oldest college in North Caro- 
lina west of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains and’ of having been co-educa- 
tional from its beginning. Its career 
has been marked by heroism and sac- 
rifice in providing educational oppor- 
tunities in the rugged area in which 
it is located. Its efforts have not 
been confined to the mountains, how- 
ever, and men and women of promi- 
nence and usefulness in almost all 
parts of the werld are numbered 
among its graduates. This year 19 
states and three foreign countries are 
represented among the students. 

, During the Civil War the college 
was used as headquarters for a de- 
tachment of Confederate troops. Dur- 
ing this time two of the three build- 
ings were burned and the third badly 
damaged. At present the plant com- 
prises a 90-acre campus with 11 build- 
ings for dormitory and administrative 
purposes and several cottages. The 
teaching staff of 33 is headed by Dr. 
R. Li. Moore, a modest, scholarly man, 
who with his motto of “plain living 
and high thinking,” has served as 
president for 36 years.

plicate contract, my ambition to see 
tournament play succeed in Atlanta 
and my strong friendship for those in 
this city. who run tournaments. 

Duplicate contract has proved its 
right to the high popularity it®enjoys 
in the east and other sections of the 
county. Duplicate contract i popu- 
lar in Atlanta and will continue to in- 
crease in this popularity if handled 
in the proper manner. But if certain 
factors creep in to mar this form of 
an evening's enjoyment people are go- 
ing to become disgusted with it and 
leave it for other forms of gptertain- 
ment. 

The fact that people have little 
money at the present time, the ab- 
sence of the non-gambling feature to 
tournament play and the urge of one's 
ego to outplay the other fellow hold- 
ing the same cards are three powerful! 


_. factors to make duplicate popular. It 


is now recognized in the east as the 
most popular form of play. It has a 
strong following in this city. But as 
I said before it can lose this popu- 
larity if certain cancerous germs are 
not arrested. 


Atlanta Tournaments Slower. 


I read a few days ago in a certain 
book on duplicate play that a tou--a- 
ment consisting of 24 hands can be 
played in three hours and makes a 
very enjoyable evening's play. I defy 
that writer, who is one of the best- 
known bridge tournament referees in 
this country, to get three of the best 
assistants in this country and also 
bring in divine aid and get Atlanta 
contract tournament players to finish 
24 boards in three hours. 

Those holding tournaments in At- 
lanta have long recognized this fact 
and in order to get the players 
through at a reasonable time have 


limited the boards to 21, with a few | 


isolated occasions of playing 23 
boards, But even playing 21 boards 
the time taken to finish this compara- 
twrely small number is ridiculously 
long. You sit down for an evening of 
rubber bridge and by 11 o'clock you 
have probably played five or six rub- 
bers, The average number of hands to 
a rubber is eight. Therefore, you have 


played between 40 and 50 hands in| 
'monthly afternoon tournament, 


those three hours. : 
Naturally, duplicate play requires 
closer attention and more exact play 
than rubber bridge, but to say that 
the average bridge played in this city 
should require more than two and 
three-quarters hours to play 21 hands 


is absurd. If they played them in this | 


time limit the tournaments would be 
through by 11 o'clock, the scores 
would be finished by 11:30, the win- 
ners would have been congratulated, 
the losers would have put in their 
alibis and all would be in bed by mid- 
night. The restilt would be the mem- 
ory of a very pleasant evening. 
Duplicate tournaments can either 
be the most enjoyable form of spend- 
ing evening at bridge or the most mis- 
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a score. Thé reason for this, nine 
times‘out of ten, is because players 
are so absorbed in looking over the 
hands just played ahd seeing what 
they might have made that they forget 
that there is such a trivial matter as 
recording the score. 

Another thing that holds up a tour- 
nament is the playing of wrong 
boards: There is no excuse for this, 
as the directions of where players go, 
where they sit and which boards they 
play are very plain and simple. The 
answer to why so many boards are 
played by the wrong pairs is easy. 
Too much conversation and not enough 
attention. Players reach a table, see 
they are supposed to play there, see 
two: other players sitting there and 
immediatel, get into the nearest 
»chair, pick up the nearest boards and 
start playing.” Result: They discover 
too late they have played the wrong 
board and have to take a zero on 
that board. 

Another big reason is that many 
players finish a board and then pro- 
ceed to wander away and engage 
friends in prolonged conversation. A 
tournament is no faster than'its slow- 
est pair. Hence, let one pair be ab- 
sent for any length of time and the 
entire tournament has to be held up 
until that pair catches up.

imposed upon them. They had shown 
aces and kings and had made what 
they considered all sort of beautiful 
inferences, and expected high praise 
for having reached this contract. I 
uite willingly gave them this praise 

ause they deserved it for the work 
they had gone through. However, 
sound logic and correct inferences of 
the approach-forcing system would 
have stmplified matters for them 
greatly. 

South—Dealer.

The above is the miraculous bidding 
which actually occurred when the hand 
was played. South only bid two spades 
on the second round, as that was all 
that was needed to put them out. 
North showed extra values and his in- 
terest in a slam by bidding three. 
Now north and south showed first, a 
willingness to go further; second, side 
suits; third, aces; and fourth, kings; 
and after a long and arduous journey 
finally arrived at six spades, which, 
of course, is a lay-down. In fact, the 
spade finesse makes it cold for seven. 
But why did these young men have 
to go through all this work? . 

The opening club bid was quite 
sound, particularly with a part-score ; 
and with a very big hand such as 
south had, it was best fot to shade the 
heart suit, and the club suit was 
quite easily biddable. North’s one 
spade response was quite correct, and 
south, although a bit conservative, 
was justified in bidding only two 


spades immediately; as that was all 
that was necessary to put them out. 


North now bid three spades. He had 
eonsiderably more than minimum re- 
uirements and was not. ready to en- 
tirely give up the idea of a slam mere- 
ly because of the part-score. It was 
right at this point that south, by 
just a little cool logical thinking, could 
have saved himself and his partner a 
lot of anguish and, incidentally, loss 
of voice. What could partner have to 
deliberately overbid the Bye and 
make a slam try that would possibly 
justify such a bid? He would have to 
have a minimun of five spades to the 
king, or at least six to. the J-10; in ad- 
dition, must have the other two 
aces, use even with’ these’ two 
aces and the spade king his would have 
but two and one-half honor-tricks. If 
he were missing one of the aces, he 
would have to have at least the king, 
and probably the king-queen of dia- 
monds, or, if lacking some of these 
values, he would have to make up this 
short-coming by some playing strength, 
such as a singleton in one of the suits. 
In. other words, there is practically 
no holding that north could have with 
which he would bid three spades, 
which combined with south’s four and 
one-half honor-tricks, would not give 
at least a very fine play for a small 
slam. Therefore, south’s correct bid 
would have been to bid immediately 
six spades over three without any 
further ado and without forcing north, 
as he actually did, to make four addi- 
tional bids on the same two honor- 
tricks.

The Duke opposition 
was not so strenuous and yet the Tiger played an alert 
game, taking advantage of Duke errors and scoring 
twice on them. 

The Auburn Tigers have set up such a reputation that I find 
the Yellow Jackets considerably overlooked in the game Satur- 
day. The majority opinion seems to be that people are buying 
tickets to watch Auburn make it two straight over Tech. 

While it is very true indeed that the Tiger is the fa- 
vorite, it is just as true that the Jackets can sting this 
fall. It would be no wise man who would count them 
out of things at this time. | 
There are not many defensive coaches who can do a better 

job of erecting barbed wire barriers than Mr. W. A. Alexander. 
I recall that he erected a very good defense in 1929 and in 1930 
against the Notre Dame offense, as employed by Georgia. He 
had the defense in 1931, but he had no men to make it go. 


The Auburn backs will find no royal road to the Tech 
goal line. I rather imagine the way will be arduous and 
hotly contested. I think the Jackets have a distinct 
chance to win the football game. 

Chet Wynne has more guns. He has three good backs. That 
is, they are good when compared with the great backs. And one 
of them, Jimmy Hitchcock, is a great back. Auburn has more 
guns than Tech. And the fellow with the most guns usually 
wins. But now and then guns are spiked. 


NORTH CAROLINA’S CHANCE. 


All of Georgia’s foes have a chance this year to obtain, in 
some slight measure, revenge for defeats they have taken from 
the Bulldogs for the past three seasons.

_ Tulane football players, fans and coaches are awaiting, with 
bated breath, the decision of the Southern conference execu- 
tive committee here today on the eligibility of Nollie C. (Papa) 
Felts, captain and fullback. 

Felts, who has been declared ineligible because of 
participation in 20 ball games with a professional team 

in 1927, protests he received no money and has affi- 

davits to prove his contention. The records will be 

thoroughly investigated. 

Felts is perhaps as valuable as any man the Tulane team 
has, not excepting Zimmerman, the flying Dutchman. Felts is 
a great kicker and a splendid line plunger. But perhaps better 
than all that does he block and run interference. He leads the 
interference and his blocking was one of the chief reasons for 
the backfield efficiency in that shadowland of doubt that lies 
just at the scrimmage line. 

Should the present ineligibility of Felts be sustained 

it will be a severe blow to the team for the Vanderbilt 

game. But even should Felts be lost through ineligi- 

bility, as Francis Payne, halfback star, is through a 

broken collar bone, I would not rate the Commodores 

better than an even chance. 

Tulane will be an inspired team Saturday, their heels Mer- 
Cury-winged, if Felts is ruled out permanently.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(?)—The 
election as president of Stephen W. 
McKeever, 78-year-old majority stock- 
holder of the Brooklyn National 
league basebal] club, today marked a 
reorganization that ends the long pe- 
riod of factional strife within the 
Dodgers’ official family. 

McKeever succeeds Frank B. York, 
who returns to his law business after 
a three-year term as club president. 

When the death of Charles H. Eb- 
bets in 1925 removed the dominating 
executive in the club, McKeever led 
the fight for the removal of Wilbert 
Robinson. The latter assumed the du- 
ties of president, as well as manager, 
with the support of the Ebbets’ heirs, 
but quickly became involved in dis- 
putes with the MeKeever interests. 
Each faction controlled half the club’s 
stock. 

As a compromise, in 1929, York ac- 
cepted the presidency and Robinson’s 
contract as manager renewed for two 
more years. Upon its expiration the 
veteran was ousted and replaced by 
the present pilot, Max Carey. 

York retires altogether from the 
club’s official family. Joseph Gil- 
leaudeau, representattwe of the Eb- 
bets’ interests, becomes vice president 
and succeeds McKeever as treasurer.

Visiting coaches and scouts in general have put a very lusty “okay” 
on the type of offense with which Coach Bill Alexander has equipped his 


1932 Georgia Tech football team.

DEATH TAKES 
JIM DE FOREST 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Oct. 12.— 
(P)—Jimmy DeForest, A Pie forgot- 
ten by a sporting world in which he 
was once a colorful figure, died at 
his home here yesterday, broken in 
health and dispirited. 

From the early ’80s until about six 
years ago he moved in the bright 
lights of the ring, confidant, trainer 
and friend of nearly all the great 
champions from John L. Sullivan to 
Jack Dempsey. President Theodore 
Roosevelt was attracted by his ability 
as a physical trainer. 

His last few years were spent al- 
most alone in his big house, the “for- 
gotten man” of boxing. His wife died 
two years ago and with her passing, 
his friends say, went his own desire 
to live. It was almost 12 hours after 
his death before it became generally 
known. 

DeForest was born into the circus 
at a date he himself was never sure of 
or, if he was, unwilling to divulge. 
For several years he had told in- 
quirers he was “about 70.” Many 
friends believed his actual age was 
somewhat over that. 

His earliest recollections were of 
being thrown through the air by his 
parents in the “death-defying De- 
Forest aerial trapeze act.” He be- 
lieved he was about five then and for 
seven more years he _ traveled the 
world with his parents, billed as 
“Mile. Petite DeForest, the golden- 
haired darling of the circus.” They 
thought the act would go better if 
Jimmy was-billed as a girl. 
Humiliated and angered by mash 
notes and flowers from’ stage-door 
Johnnies, DeForest ran away at the 
age of 12 while the troupe was in 
London, got his first haircut, borrowed 
a dollar from a friend and stowed 
away aboard a ship bound for the 
United States, land of his birth. 
The circus was all he knew and he 
got a job as attendant to a cage of 
monkeys. Ee was afraid of being de 
tected if he went back to the trapeze. 
It was with this little show he got 
his first taste of the ring from a box- 
ing act which traveled with him. Soon 
he quit the circus for the Bowery 
fight clubs. 

His slight build and limited experi- 
ence, however, soon led him to the de 
cision he was not a fighter and he 
took a job as second and trainer for 
Pete McCoy, a pugilist from whom 
the more famous Kid McCoy later 
took his name. 

McCoy told DeForest of the fine 
training methods used in various Eu- 
ropean armies and of European mas- 
sage methods. Determined to learn 
hese things at first hand, he went 
and spent several months 
learning the technic of training, of 
massaging, of rudimentary first aid 
and surgery. 

He returned to take his place in 
the corner of many famous fighters. 
He was with Dempsey at Toledo 
when the mauler knocked out Jess 
Willard to take the title in 1919, and 
successfully managed the first part of 
Luis Angel Firpo’s invasion of the 
United States. Firpa never lost a fight 
while DeForest handled him and never 
won one after Jimmy was fired. 

Thereafter DeForest varied his 
training business with ventures into 
promoting, newspaper writing and a 
correspondence school for boxers,
